devoted exclusively to himself. ‘There- 
fore, party lines are built.) In some} 
localities cach of these lines. have ‘as 
many as 25 to 3 telephones on them, 

The lines are arranged so that the) 
telephonos take in a certain neighbor- 
hood and most of the calls are, there- 
fore, between the. different ‘instru- 
ments on the same.line, with now and 
then a call to the exchange. In -order 
to.call cach other each subscriber has 
a certain definite signal arranged, 
something after the manner of. the 
Morse telegraph code. 

It might be thonght that there wonld 
bea great deal of confusion because 
of the munitiplicity of siguals. It is 
surprising. however, how quickly each 
person will get to know ‘not. only his 
own signal but cach of the signals on 
line. It becomes, in a short-time, so 
that each person recognizes His signal 
almost.as though a vere Being called 
‘by name. 

These lines are a great convenience 
for social as. well as business reasons 
aud in the evening after the work is 
over the nes are kept busy. There 
seems to be but little objection: to 
everybody taking hand in the conver- 
sation, in fact, in is rather expected 
that this will he the case.
